many years ago in the first re- 
corded lie of him who is the fa- 
ther of liars. In the Garden of 
Eden he questioned and denied 
what God had said. 


“Yea, hath God said .. .?” No- 
tice how Satan begins with the 
word “Yea’’—a diplomatic affirm- 
ative. Just as all slanderers begin 
with a word of praise for their 
victim in order to create the false 
impression that they are unbiased, 
so does the arch-slanderer in 
our day and age have some nice 
things to say about the Bible 
before he says any nasty things 
about it. We hear it on every 
hand, “The Bible is a great book 

one of the greatest pieces of Iit- 


erature ever produced—but it is 
not the Word of God.” 
When our adversary, the Devil, 


finds he can get away with his 
diplomatic affirmative, he advanc- 
es a step further: “Hath God 
said?”’ He begins to cast subtle 
doubt on the authority of the 
Scriptures as the Word of God. 
In our own day, such words as 
“fiction,” “fable,” “myth,” “Jew- 
ish folklore,” and “fantastic tra- 
ditions” have been used to describe 
the historical portions of the Old 
Testament. The beloved Apostle 
John is said to have placed his own 
thoughts into the mouth of Je- 
sus when he wrote his Gospel. We 
are told there are contradictions 


in the Bible (I have read any 
number of books that made this 
claim, but I have yet to see an 


attempt to point out one of these 
“contradictions ’—and I am not at 
all ignorant of the literature of 
modernism). 


Yes, There Was an Abraham 
and Ur of the Chaldees 


Some years ago we were told 
by “modernist scholars” that 
there was no such person as 
Abraham, because we could find 
no mention of Ur of the Chaldees, 
his home town, in contemporary 
pagan records (and modernists 
can be insufferably pompous when 
making pronouncements like 
that). Shortly after this revela- 
tion, some archeologist somewhere 
dug up a clay tablet that mention- 
ed Ur of the Chaldees, and we 
were told we could take the book 
of Genesis off the fiction shelf 
and replace it on the history shelf 
for awhile. This incident is indic- 
ative of the intellectual dishon- 
esty of those who parade around 
making smart-alecky remarks 
about the Bible. They accept- 
ed without question the testi- 
mony of a clay tablet, but they 
jumped at an excuse to discredit 
the Holy Word of God. Surely, in 
fairness, the Bible is entitled to 
at least as much confidence as 
any other ancient record. 

Even we who are fundamental- 
ists, I feel, do not always have a 
deep enough appreciation of the 
work of God in the inspiration of 
the Holy Book. We extend inspira- 
tion to the very words of Scrip- 
ture, Jesus said, “. one jot or 
one tittle shall in no wise pass 
from the law, till all be fulfilled” 
(Matt. 5:18). The “jot” is the 
smallest Hebrew letter, in size and 
shape much like an apostrophe. 
The “tittle” is the fancy part of 
a letter: for example, in the capi- 
tal letter “I” the two horizontal 
lines at the top and bottom of the 
letter are tittles; Jesus extended 
inspiration not only to the words 
of Scripture, but to the letters, 
to the very smallest letter, and 
even to the flourishes on the He- 
brew letters. 


“Yea, hath God said , 
Where Satan places a question 
mark, let us respond with ans ex- 


clamation point! When Satan asks, 
“Yea, hath God said... ?” Let us 


fiantly oppose the Word of God. 
It is interesting to me that the 
books of the Old Testament that 
have come under the most savage 
attack by present-day infidels, are 
the very books on which our bless- 
ed Lord Jesus placed His stamp 
of authority. One illustration will 
be sufficient to demonstrate this: 

Not too long ago I had a con- 
versation with a minister who in- 
formed me that the book of the 
Prophet Isaiah was, in reality, 
written by two different men. Ac- 
cording to him, chapters 1 to 39 
were written by Isaiah himself 
(very condescending, I thought, 
for him to grant that), but chap- 
ters 40 to 66 were written by 
someone else who palmed it off 
as the work‘of the great prophet. 
I pointed out to him that Jesus, 
in John 12:37-44, quoted from both 
parts of the book as the words of 
Isaiah. 

That had never occurred to him 
before, and he stared at me with 
his mouth wide open for a mo- 
ment or so before he answered. I 
knew what a terrific struggle was

waging within him. He had been 
brought to the place where he 
would have to choose between the 
Lord Jesus and some wise-acre 


seminary professor. To which 
would he be loyal? Finally he 
answered, “Well, if Jesus had 


known as much about that matter 
as we do today, He would not 
have made that mistake.” 


I didn’t press the argument, 
for I could see I was no match 
for him. Any man who knows 
more than Jesus is just too smart 
for me! It is easy to see, however, 
that the attack upon the Old 
Testament is in reality an attack 
upon the reliability of the Lord 
Jesus Himself. 


The ostensible reason given for 
the two-Isaiahs view (or the three- 
Isaiahs view—you pays your mon- 
ey and you takes your choice), 
incidentally, is that the first 
Isaiah writes with a different style 
than Isaiah Junior. I recall that 
Lewis Carroll, author of Alice in 
Wonderland, also wrote college 
mathematics textbooks. Have you 
ever read a college math textbook 
written in the style of Alice in 
Wonderland? Of course not! Lewis 
Carroll used an entirely different 
style in writing Alice in Wonder- 
land than he did in writing his 
mathematics textbooks. Just so, 
since the subject matter of the 
latter portion of the Book of 
Isaiah is different from the sub- 
ject matter of the earlier portions, 
it is to be expected that the style 
would be different. If the style 
were the same, modernists would 
no doubt point to that as proof 
that someone copied Isaiah's style 
and added the last 27 chapters to 
his book. There is no logical con- 
sistency with them. 


The God of the Bible Defamed 
hy Modernism 


But even this is not modernism 
in its worst form. Satan goes on 
to say, “For God doth know that 
in the day ye eat thereof ... ye 
Shall be as gods, knowing good 
and evil” (Gen. 3:5). In effect, 
Satan says, “Now God doesn’t 
want you to eat the forbidden 
fruit because then you will be as 
Smart as He is—perhaps even as 
Smart as one of these modernist 
preachers.” Satan attributed 


im- 
pure motives to God: in effect, 
he called God a “dirty bully.” 


Enough of this foolish bickering as 
to who called God a ‘‘dirty bully;” 
Satan said it first! It is pathetic 
that modernists feel it necessary 
to plagerize from Satan: at least 
they should be able to come up 
with something original now and 
then. 

Oh, let God be true and every 
man a liar. The great Luther said, 
“I will allow no man to set him- 
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throne or in a harlot in a brothel. 
Undoubtedly Adam was the nob- 
lest man who ever lived. He was 
placed in a garden of God’s own 
planting, in a perfect environment. 
with no sin to mar, yet he was 
driven forth from that garden 
because he sinned. 

God said that He had no man 
in the earth like Job. He was the 
best man of his day, yet when 
he came to realize the presence 
of God, he said, “I have heard of 
thee by the hearing of the ear, 
but now mine eye seeth thee. 
wherefore I abhor myself and re- 
pent in dust and ashes. I am vile.” 
Noah was the only man who found 
grace in the eyes of God in the 
days before the flood, yet he was 
found in his tent in drunkenness. 
Abraham is the only man of Old 
Testament Scriptures ever called 
the “friend” of God, yet he prac- 
ticed such lies and deception that 
he was twice rebuked by pagans 
(Gen. 12:18; 20:9). Moses is the 
greatest law-giver this world ever 
has had, yet he slew an Egyptian 
and was compelled to flee from 
Egypt; he spakeamadvisedly with 
his lips and was barred from the 
Holy Land. Isaiah was one of the 
greatest of God’s prophets, yet 
when he saw the vision of the 
Holy One, high and lifted up, he 
cried out, “I am undone! I am a 
man of unclean lips!” 


David was one of the greatest 
kings who ever reigned. He was 
a man after God’s own heart 
whose grevious sin has not been 
forgotten in three thousand years. 
(May we pause a moment tc ex- 
plain what is meant by David as 
a man after God’s own heart? 
This does not mean that David 
was perfect in the natural and 
the moral sense. If you would 
understand the expression, make 
a comparison between Saul, the 
man after the people’s eyes, and 
David, the man after God's heart. 
You will find that while David 
was a sinner, he loved God su- 
premely and his underlying motive 
was to do the will of God. He was 
not a man after God’s heart be- 
cause of boasted perfections, but 
of confessed imperfections. When 
Saul sinned he said, “I have sin- 
ned.”’ When David sinned he said, 
“T have sinned against the Lord.” 
When David sinned he said, “Cre- 
ate in me a clean heart, O God.” 
When Saul sinned he said, “Don't 
let the people know I have an un- 
clean heart.” Saul knew. that God 
had anointed David as king, yet 
he did everything in

as king, yet he refused to lift 
hands against the Lord’s anointed. 
When David was reproved he was 
always humble; not so with Saul. 
David had true faith in God and 
desired to do His will. He be- 
sought the Lord to teach him to 
that end. He longed and panted 
after God. He made his boast in 
God. David was all taken up with 
God. He was all for God and so 
was a man after God’s own heart.) 

Mary, the mother of our Lord, 
has been called the “Moss Rose 
of Palestine.’””’ We doubt if a bet- 
ter woman ever lived, yet she re- 
cognized the fact of her sin and 
her need of a Saviour in her Mag- 
nificat, “My spirit hath rejoiced in 
God my Saviour” (Luke 1:47). 

Paul was the greatest Christian 
this world has ever had, yet be- 
fore his heart was washed white 
by the blood of Christ his hands 
were stained red with the blood 
of Christians. 

In the light of these confessions 
we can but own that in the sight 
of God every man is a guilty sin- 
ner. Both Scripture and experi- 
ence justify the statement that 
“with the single exception of Je- 
sus Christ, all men are morally 
depraved at birth, and if they live 
long on the earth are found guilty 
of personal sins.” 

The “whosoever” of John 
is just as far reaching as sin, 
so includes every member of the 
human race. We cannot believe 
that the “world” of John 3:16 is 
only relative and not absolute, 
some teach. The verse does not 
say, “God so loved the elect.” We 
are sure that Christ died for His 
own; we are sure that Christ died 
for His church, but the Word also 
says that Christ died for all. He- 
brews 2:9 says that He tasted 
death for every man. Second Pet- 


3:16

er 3:9 declares that He is not 
willing that any should perish. 
First Timothy 2:6 tells us that 


He gave His life a ransom for all; 
First John 2:2, that He is the 
propitiation for our sins, and not 
for ours only, but also for the 


whole world. John the Baptist de- 
clared that Jesus Christ was the 
Lamb of God that taketh away 


the sin of the world. 


In I Timothy 4:10 Christ is 
spoken of as the “Saviour of all 
men, specially of those that be- 
lieve.”’ He is certainly not the Sav- 
iour of all men in the sense in 
which He is the Saviour of the 
believer. He is potentially the 
Saviour of all men, but effectually 
He is the Saviour only of those 
who believe; or to say the same 
thing in another way, Christ’s 
death is sufficient to save all men, 
but it is efficient only to believing 
men. Christ's substitutionary 
death is conditional. It grants de- 
liverance only to those who re- 
ceive Him; that is, to those who 
believe on His name. 

In John 4:42 our Lord is term- 

“the Saviour of the world.” 
That certainly does not teach that 
all the world is saved or to be 
saved, but that He came into the 
world to save sinners—yea, even 
the chief sinner (I Tim. 1:15). 
The phrase “Saviour of the world” 
implies that His purpose in sal- 
vation embraced all men. 

We cannot agree with Pink 
when he says, “Toward His own 
elect God's love never had a be- 


ed 


ginning, but God’s love for the 
non-elect, for those out of Christ 
who despise and reject Him, is 


something that exists only in the 
imagination of pious sentimental- 
ists.” We agree with Fowler when 
he says, “If God's love and atone- 
ment were not for all men, then 
His invitations to salvation are 
mockery.” If God limits His love, 


then “whosoever” is a misnomer 
We must take “whosoever” at 
its face value. It includes all. 


There are no exceptions. Spurgeon 
writes that when the great mutiny 
in India had been brought to a 
close and peace was being made 
between the rebels and the gov- 
ernment, the queen caused a proc- 
lamation to be made throughout 
all the rebel provinces that all 
who should lay down their arms 
and come to certain appointed 
places by a fixed day should re- 
ceive forgiveness—with some ex- 
ceptions. Ah, these exceptions! 
The men who knew they could 
not be forgiven but must be put 


to death never came. The love of 
God knows no exceptions. 


“That Whosoever” Means Any 


“Whosoever” does not mean 
everybody in the sense of Uni- 
versalism or Restitutionism; that 


is, that all men will eventually 


be saved. “Whosoever” does mean 
anybody. We do not believe that 
any one is on the “black list,” 
or that any one has “sinned away 
his day of grace.” We believe 
that “whosoever will may come.” 
We believe Acts 10:43, “To him 


give al] the prophets witness, that 
through his name whosoever be- 
lieveth in him shall receive re- 
mission of sins.” We believe what 
our Lord said, “Him that cometh 
unto me I will in.no wise cast 
out.”

every one. We must link to the 
word “whosoever” the word “be- 
lieveth.” Not one single promise 
of salvation is given to the thou- 
sands who do not and will not be- 
lieve. The Word of God does not 
hold out the promise of salvation 
to all. Hebrews 7:25 says, “He is 
able to save them to the utter- 
most that come to God by Him.” 
That passage limits the promise 
to those who come to God by 
Him, There is no salvation where 
there is no faith. 

We read many years ago this 
illustration which concerns a fam- 
ily then living in Philadelphia. 
As we remember, the family was 
made up of husband, wife, daugh- 
ter, and two sons. All were believ- 


ers save one son. He was wild 
and wayward, and would have 
nothing to do with the Saviour 


of his dear ones. He was degraded 
and dissipated. Finally his mother 
died. The family had a hard time 
finding this son, but when he was 
discovered he went home in re- 
sponse to the message. When the 
mother’s body was brought into 
the home, the other members of 
the family looked upon that sweet 
and loved face. Frank was the 
last to do so. With hard face, un- 
moved he stood by the coffin of 
the mother who had prayed for 
him. Finally he broke. He liter- 
ally threw himself across the cof- 
fin. His body was wracked with 
sobs. So terrible was his anguish 
that finally his sister went to him 
and said, “Don’t take it so hard, 
Frank. We'll see Mother again.” 

Then he stood erect and said, 
‘No, Sis, I think you'll see Mother 
again. I think Father will see 
Mother again. I think John will 
see Mother again. But I'll never 
see her again. I’m not going that 
way.’ And turning, he dashed out 
of the house. Three days later he 
was found in an alley, dead, with 
a whiskey bottle in his hand. 

Surely I need not add that 
“whosoever” cannot possibly in- 
clude unbelievers who are already 
dead. For then judgment is set- 
tled. Doom is decreed. 


“That Whosoever” Means You 


A Dutch farmer in South Afri- 
ca, seeing a Hottentot reading his 


Bible, said as he kicked him, “That 
Book isn’t for such as you.” . 

“Indeed it is.” 

“How do you know?” 

“Why, my name is in it.” 

“Your name? Where?” 

“Why, right here,” and he la- 
boriously spelled out John 3:16 
until he came to “whosoever” and, 


slowly spelling that out said, 
“There it is.” 

I have often said that I am 
glad God used “whosoever” in- 


stead of my name; He did not say 
He so loved the world that He 
gave His only begotten Son that 
if Robert Moyer believed he would 
not perish but have everlasting 
life. I know several men who 
are named Robert Moyer, and if 
John 3:16 had said Robert Moyer, 
I certainly would not know which 
Robert Moyer was meant. Most 
certainly it would not mean you if 
your name were not Robert Moy- 
er, but “whosoever” means you. 
“Whosoever” means me. 

Brookes dwells on this thought 
as follows: 


“Suppose there were a book 
somewhere in the world contain- 
ing the names of all the saved 
in the past, present, and future. 
If you were to find your name 
on one of its countless pages, 
you would not be satisfied, be- 
cause there may have been, or 
may be now, or may be here- 
after, another person of the 
same name. Suppose the voice 
of God should speak down from 
Heaven, as it did at the bap- 
tism and transfiguration of His 
well-beloved Son, audibly and 
articulately announcing you to 
be one of His redeemed chil- 
dren; still you would not be 
satisfied because you might fear 
your ears had deceived you, or 
that the announcement was in- 
tended for a different person; 
but when the voice of God saith 
in the Scripture, ‘whosoever be- 
lieveth,’ you know that you are 
brought within the circle of 
mercy and disignated in a surer 
manner than by name.

If you were traveling on a rail- 
road with a number of pas- 
sengers, and the conductor 
should announce that whosoever 
is going to the place you are 
anxious to reach must leave the 
train at the next station, you 
would not retain your seat and 
be carried away from your caesti- 
nation because he did not call 
out your name. If you were in 
a city beseiged by a powerful 
army, and the commanding of- 
ficers of the apposing forces 
should order a suspension of 
hostilities that whosoever among 
the inhabitants desired to re- 
move to a place of safety might 
withdraw before the assault was 
made, you would not complain 
because your name did not oc- 
cur in the order. In such cases 
a class is specified, and if you 
belong to the class you need 
no other warrant to act. In like 
manner, you have abundant au- 
thority for acting without a mo- 
ment’s delay upon the broad 
statements and general invita- 
tions of the Gospel. Jesus says, 
‘God so loved the world, that 
he gave his only begotten Son, 
that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have ev- 
erlasting life.’ Surely, you can- 
not ask or desire anything more 
earnest, more tender, more defi- 
nite than this; and if it fails to 
convince you that you are au- 
thorized to believe on Christ, 
there is no conceivable mode by 
which you can be assured of 
God’s willingness to save you.” 


You can say with Paul, “The 
Son of God loved me and gave 
himself for me” (Gal. 2:20). It is 
not enough just to recognize this 
fact as the truth. There must be 
the personal act of appropriation. 
There must be a personal decision.

be saved?” if he had not realized 


that he was a sinner. That is 
the only kind of people that God 
will ever save—sinners. The Bi- 


ble says, “For all have sinned, and 
come short of the glory of God’ 
(Rom. 3:23). “All” means you, and 
you. The Bible again says, “If 
we say that we have no sin, we 
deceive ourselves, and the truth 
is not in us” (I John 1:8). If you 
tell me that you don’t have any 
Sin, the Bible says that you are 
a liar, and the truth is not in 
you. 


Some years ago in a meeting 
in Indiana, the pastor and I went 
out to talk to a woman about her 
soul. I opened my Bible and show- 
ed her that “all have sinned, and 
come short of the glory of God.” 
She said, “But, I live a good life; 
I am a good wife; I don’t have any 
bad habits.” 

I said, “I admire you, but that 
does not make you a Christian.

I wanted to clip her wings, be- 
cause she might fly out of there, 
she was getting so good. 

It doesn’t matter how good you 
are; you need to be saved be- 
cause of your SIN.

Because of Your Soul 


You need to be saved because 
of your sin, and you need to be 
saved because of your SOUL. This 
jailor was about to kill himself, 
then he realized that even if he 
took his life, he had a soul that 
would live on forever. If I could 
just get you to realize that you 
have a soul that will live on for- 
ever. A million years from today, 
you will be alive either in Hell 
or in Heaven. Why don't you give 
some thought to your soul? Jesus 
said in Mark 8:36, “For what shall 
it profit a man, if he shall gain the 
whole world, and lose his own 
soul?”’ 


8. Because of Satan 


In the third place, you need 
to be saved because of SATAN. 
The Devil would have laughed up 
his sleeve if that jailor had killed 
himself and gone to Hell; and, 
the Devil will do all he can to try 
to damn your soul in Hell. 

I don’t know whoever invented 
this idea that the Devil is a ter- 
rible looking fellow with a red 
suit on and a long tail, walking 
around with a long pitchfork, 
looking for someone to stick that 
thing into. That is not the Bible 
picture of Satan. The Bible says 
that the Devil is “an angel of 
light.”” You do not run from some- 
thing that is pretty, do you? One 
time the Devil was in Heaven, 
and was the most beautiful crea- 
ted being in Heaven. Because of 
his pride, God kicked him out of 
Heaven. Satan lost his position, 
but he never lost his beauty. He 
is still more beautiful than all the 
angels of Heaven. That is why he 
comes to you and makes sin so 
attractive; makes you think you 
are all right; makes you think you 
have plenty of time, and he will 
do all he can to drag your souls 
down to Hell. :

Il. The Right Answer 
to Being Saved 


As to the one way of being sav- 
ed, we note that 


1. It’s Simple 

When the jailor asked, “What 
must I do to be saved?’’ what was 
the answer? It was very simple, 
wasn't it? I believe if you would 
walk out on the street and ask 
fifty people just one question, 
“What must I do to be saved?” 
you would get about forty differ- 
ent answers to that one question. 

You ask one person, “What 
must I do to be saved?” He will 
say, “You have~to be baptized.”’ 
That is not what the Bible says. 

You ask another person, “What 
must I do to be saved?” “Well, 
you have to join the church.” 
That is not what the Bible says. 


You ask another, “What must 
I do to be saved?” “You have to 
be confirmed,” he replies. That is 
not what the Bible says. 


You ask another person, ‘“‘What 
must I do to be saved?” “You 
have to keep the Ten Command- 
ments.” That is not what the Bi- 
ble says. 


You ask someone else, “What 
must I do to be saved?” “You 
have to live by the golden rule.” 
That is not what the Bible says. 

You ask another person, “What 
must I do to be saved?” “You 
have to get some kind of a feel- 
ing.”’ That is not what the Bible 
says. 

You ask another one, “What 
must I do to be saved?” “You 
have to get the Holy Ghost and 
speak im tongues.” That is not 
what the Bible says. 

And, all of the other answers: 
you will not find them in the Bi- 
ble. What is the Bible answer? 
What must I do to be saved? 
“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and thou shalt be saved.” It’s 
very simple, isn’t it? In fact, it 
is so simple that some of you 
are going to stumble into Hell 
over its simplicity. You have a 
head knowledge of Christ; you be- 
lieve that Christ lived; you _ be- 
lieve that He died for the sins of 
the world; you believe that He 
arose from the dead; you believe 
all of that, but that is just head 
knowledge, and that will not save 
you.

The water was in flood and 
flowing over the roadway, and 
when the women saw it they were 
frightened, and some of them 
screamed—-for gypsy women are 
only like other women—and %be- 
fore the drivers could stop, the 
horses, startled by the screams, 
ran away, crashing into the sides 
of the old structure, and instantly 
they were all thrown into the 
flowing river current. A _ brave 
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young gypsy seized one of the 
horses drifting down, and watched 
for one who was dearer to him 
than any one in the world—his 
mother—and the gypsy boy loves 
his mother. Presently he saw her, 
and after many struggles he 
reached her. But she seized him 
in such a way that he could not 
manage to save her, and at last 
she sank. When the day of the 
funeral came there were thirty- 
nine gypsies buried, and people 
gathered from all the countryside 
to show their sympathy with these 
poor people. Forgetting the crowd 
and the clergyman, the poor lad 
crept down into the trench which 
contained the coffins, and, kneel- 
ing beside his mother’s, he cried: 

“*“Mother, Mother, I tried to 
save you; I did all a man could do 
to save you, but you would not let 
me.’ ”’
